T HE recently adopted custom of Congress of presenting

OLIDAY business in Fairmont, it is agreed by those
H who are in position to know, set-new high records.
Holiday stocks are well cleared out and most mer
chants could have sold more goods if they had had them
in stock. - 3 ; g

Yet brisk as it was it by no means was as good as it
might have been if the merchants generally had had more
faith and made a more consistent drive for additional busi-
ness. Thousands of dollars went out of Fairmont for mer-
chandise that might just as well have been purchased in this
city. 5 i

Right now, although the car supply is as yet unsatisfac-
tery, the Fairmont coal 1egion is enjoying a condition very
much like that which has existed in the hard coal region
since the wage agreement made back in the first Roosevelt
administration. Pay roll disbursements at high rates are
as steady as the march of time and they will continue in-
definitely in large volume. The people who draw this
money will want to spend a certain proportion of it and if
the local merchants do not encourage them to spend it
here they will spend it some where else.

In the anthracite region most of the merchants rose to
the occasion and made preparations to get their share of
the steady flow of money which continued operation of the
mines at good wages for the mine workers made possible.
1t would pay local merchants to study the merchandising
methods of Scranton, Wilkes Barre, Pottsville, Hazleton
and even of the smaller hard coal towns. For some of
them such an investigation ought to amount to a short cut
to fortune. '

The selection of the Secretary of the Treasury as the
director general of the rallroads of the country is tanta-
mount to an announcement that the government recog-
nizes that the difficulty with the transportation plant of
the country now is financial. During the Civil war it
was operating and the roads were run by an assistant
secretary of war. Tom Scott, general manager of
the Pennsylvania road, who was drafted for the Jjob,
was one of the most masterflil men of the day, and
when transportation problems were under consideration
he had his way even agalnst Stanton, and it is related
that he actually terrorized the generals whose troops
were being handled by his lines.

Fuel Administrator Garfleld yesterday told the Senate
committee investigating the fuel situation of the nation
that the more coal the mines produced the more they
added to the troubles of the railroads. Yet there are
a lot of ignorant people in and out of office who think
the coal operators are in some way to blame for the
fuel famine,

It is estimated that the new policy with regard to the
railroads will cost the public $100,000,000 additional
next year, either in the form of direct payments from
the treasury or in higher rates. The big thing about
the change is that the roads are now certain to get the
money they need. It was the uncertainty about that
which made their financial problems so hard to solve
in the past,

The end of lact summer saw Cador-

The Uniled States Food Administra-

had not been created by Congress until
August 1th. There {s no particular
reason why it should not have been
created two months earlier. Its work
is to prevent just such contingencies
as the cutting of the Italian ration.
- Thewwork of the Food Administra-
tion is two jobs rather than one. The
first task is to see that the food in
the more concentrated forms {3 saved
from unnecessary consumption here
in order that it may be shipped to
Europe.

As part of this task Mr. Hoover
asks every American to eat each day
one ounce*less of sugar than he usa-
ally eats. Is he trying to inflict a
hardahip when he asks that? Amerl-
cans who do as he requesis will

i

, still eat three-fourlths of their normal

consnmption of sugar. But the En.
glish are getting only a litile ‘more
than one fonrth as much sugar as
they used to eat.

American confectioners have heen
putting 400,000 tons of sugar a Year
into candy. Tnat amount of sugar
would 11 but supply the entira English
demand at the present rate of con-
sumption. -Recently the administra-
tion has cut the candy makers down
200,000 tons a year. The money value
of the sugar so saved is enough to
feed all of Yelgium for one yesyr.

In restricting the candy makets the
Administration was performing the
second part of its task—that of con-
trolling the disiribution of food sup-
plies, In ita conservation work the
Administration deals directly wth pro-
ducer and consumer. On the side of
control ‘it deals with the manufactur-
er gnd the wholesaler.

But keeping down the cost of living
iz not the primary object of the Ad-
ministration. It opposes hoarding,
not so much because hoarding ralses
prices, as becausa it k=eps food out
of the market at the very times when
it 1s most seriously needed. The Ad-
ministration's licensing system has
practically eliminated hoarding. Job-
bers, wholesalers and big retailers can
do busfess only if they have a 1l-
cenge. If they gra caught hoording,
a forfeiture of their license puts them
out of business forthwith. , Puhlic
opinion keeps the small retallers in
line—where patriotism doesn't do it.
